America Are Growing 
Better, 


Washington, D. C., January 10.—con-

The latest of these re- 
ports to the effect that the Japanese 
foreign office is relucant to accede to 
a demand of Ambassador O'Brien that 
an agreement to restrict Japanese coolie 
immigration into the United States be 
reduced to writing, meets with un- | 
qualified contradiction at the state de- 
partment. The officials do not care to 
discuss, negotiations of this importance, 
while they are in progress, following 
the genera] rule based on a belief that! 
such discussion is calculated to defeat 
the objects sought. 


Aiding Japanese Officials. 


But it develops that what Mr. O’Brien 
is doing is merely aiding Japanese of- 
ficials to perfect internal regulations 
that wil] serve to stop the indiscrim- 
inate immigration evil. He is not ex- 
pected to negotiate any treaty with 
Japan on this subject, or even to secure 
a modus vivendi or anything in the na- 
ture of the written agreement referred 
to in some of the press dispatches. He 
has, under instructions, acquainted the 
Japanese government with the fact that 
the measures adopted in Japan last 
spring to restrjct undesirable immigra- 
tion to the United States proved utterly 
ineffective. The Japanese officials were 
surprised at the figures presented by 
Mr. O’Brien illustrating not only the 
continuance of the coolie immigration 
into America, but its startling increase.

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UNION LABOR 
IS OVERRULED 


Right to Exercise the Boycott 
: Is Denied by the 
Court. 


Wash  xgton, January 10.—Justice 
Gould, ol the supreme court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, today overruled a 
motion made by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to amend the court’s or- 
der in the case of the Bucks Stove and 
Range Company, of St. Louis, in which 
the court recently temporarily enjoined 
the federation from placing the com- 
pany on a boycott and unfair list in the 
federation publications. ‘ 

The case involved the right of labor | 
organizations to boycott. ‘The motion 
of the federation contended that the 
order @vas erroneous, because it was 
made to run until-the final decree in 


order of the court; because it*may be 
constructed to enjoin the defendants 
from uniting to agree not to patronize 
plaintiff's products; or construed to pre- 
vent the defendants and their associates 
from saying to others that they had 
united and combined not to patronize 
such products or construed to enjoin 
their announcing that they had com- 
bined not’ to deal with others who should 
deal with the company. The motion also 
contended that the order abridges free- 
dom of speech of all the defendants, 
and freedom of the press “which is pro- 
tected by the first amendment to the 
constitution of the United States.”" The 
court decided that it would not alter 
the order in any way.

A VERY ANCIENT ALLIGATOR 
OR BIGGEST LIE EVER TOLD

After forty-seven years’ of freedom 
in the muck, mud and swampy grounds, 
and in the sewers along Decatur street, 
near police headquarters, an alligator 
was yesterday brought into — captivity 
again, and is now a member of the zoo 
colony at Grant park. 

In 1861 C. W. Hunnicutt, tn those 
days one of Atlanta's progressive, lead- 
ing and energetic business mén, now a 
retired capitalist, was presented with a 
young alligator by a friend, who had 
brought the saurian direct from Florida 
for his Atlanta friend. Alligators were 
something of a rarity in those days, 
and the gift was valued highly by Mr. 
Hunnicutt. It proved quite an attrac- 
tion, and for days its jife in a large tub 
of water at Mr. Hunnicutt’s place was 
something of a curiosity. The ’gator 
was then about six or eight inches 
long, and weighed about two or three 
pounds. Frequently it was lifted from 
the tub and was allowed to craw! about 
the floor, and even out upon the side- 
walk, but at all times a close watch 
was kept upon the amphib. Fearing 
that he might escape some one of Mr. 
Hunnicutt’s employees one day, with- 
out his knowledge, planted a red-hot 
“H”’ on top of the ’gator's head, brand- 
ing him like a Texas street. For 
months and months the pet enjoyed life 
as Mr. Hunnicutt’s ward, but soon after 
the seige of Atlanta began he disap- 
peared, and despite an exhaustive 
search for him he was not again found, 

During the day yesterday as work- 
men were tearing up the floor of 183 
Decatur street, next door to police head- 


quarters, an alligator, measuring near= 
ly five feet, and weighing a hundred 
and fifty pounds, was discovered in the 
mud under the old floor. .George Drum- 
mond, owner of the building, was sent 
for, and after some trouble the ‘gator 
was brought from his‘resting place, but 
not until after he had shown a disposi- 
tion to contest witli the workmen the 
right to move him from his bed. The 
alligator was full of life, and as he 
opened his long jaws, rows of large, 
ugly teeth were shown. An examina- 
tion disclosed a mark upon the’ top of 
his head, but at the time nothing was 
thought of It.

A closer examination in- 
dicated that the mark on the head of 
Mr. Drummond's find might have once 
been an “‘H.’ The size of the alligator 
and its age, as judged by Van vary, of 
the city hall, induces the belief that the 
alligator found under George Drum- 
mond’s Decatur street building and the 
one that escaped from Mr. Hunnicutt 
during the war between the states are 
one and the same. Then George 
Ware, who is well-versed in alligator 
life, declares that he detected a recog- 
nition of Mr. Hunnicutt by the ‘gator 
when Mr. Hunnicutt went down on De- 
catur street to take a look at it.

FRANCHISE TAX 
~ IN HIGH COURT 


State Authorities to Push 
Claim Against Georgia 
Railroad. 


Attorney General John C. Hart on 
yesterday filed in the United States 
circuit court an appeal to the supreme 
court of the United States in the Geor- 
gia railroad tax case, in which Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright was 
the nominal plaintiff in a suit to com- 
pel the Georgia railroad to pay a fran- 
chise tax on $2,500,000 of property val- 
uation over and above its charter ex- 
emption. : 

The contention which the Georgia 
railroad makes in the case is that it 
is not Hable for any of the taxes as- 
sessed by the comptroller general, its 
original charter, so it avers, exempting 
it from taxation not only under the 
franchis? tax, but also upon its tangi- 
ble - property. 

The United States circuit court vor 
the northern district of Georgia, Judge 
Newman presiding, partially sustained 
this contention of the railroad com- 
pany, and it is from that decree that 
Attorney General 
appealed to the court of last resort.

The continued struggle for relief from an inadequate mail and passenger 
service, due to failure on the part of railroads to come anywhere near their 
advertised schedule time, seems well-nigh hopeless. 

After four or five years’ pleading, demanding, hammering at the defective 
service with which the public has had to contend, we get what? 

Promises of effort to improve the service and—more trains running from 
three to six hours, and more, behind schedule time. 

The Southern’s Atlanta and Jacksonville train, No. 14, due to leave this 
city at 12:55 a. m., left Thursday morning at 4:50, nearly four hours late, 
and Friday morning it got away at 6:02, more than five hours behind ad- 
vertised schedule. 

The only excuse is waiting for the Cincinnati train, but it is a wait that 
comes with such regularity that schedule No, 14, for all the good it does 
the public, may as well be advertised and rubber-stamped “wild-cat.” 

Passengers along the line are made to wait indefinitely, mail for all 
points is delayed, mail and passenger connections are missed and, in a‘ wide 
territory to be served, business and trave] are, to a large extent, demoralized. 

In the meantime, outside of inconvenience to passengers and merchants, 
there is another point to be considered, and that is— 

The government is paying, paying handsomely, for something which it 
does not get. 

Why should the postoffice department pay for a prompt mail service, and 
accept as contract performance one which involves a delay often of twelve 
to twenty-four hours, particularly in the rural communities, in the delivery 
of mail? ; 

It seems to be a question which, despite all protest, promises to remain a 
mystery. 

A while back we heard a good deal of talk about the imposition of fines 
in case of inexcusable delay, but if any fines were ever imposed at all, they 
have not been sufficient in number or amount to effect a reformation. 

in fact, little, if anything, has been done to improve these outrageous

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THE FARMERS’ UNION AND POLITICS. 


Simple self-preservation and common sense dictated the formal state- 
ment of policy on part of the Farmers’ Union in mass meeting at Memphis, 
whereby provision is made for the perpetual separation of the personnel o 
that organization from politics. : : 

Resolutions which passed without a dissenting voice provide that any 
officer of the union who desires to run for county, state or national office 
must make his first step in that direction a resignation from his official 
connection with the Farmers’ Union. ‘Similarly, any man now holding an 
office in the union simultaneously with a political office is requested to give 
up either one of the two. : 

it is to be sincerely hoped that the officers and members of the organ- 
ization will follow rigidly the spirit as well as the letter of this principle. 

The fatal admixture of politics with the business of such associations 
has always sounded the deathknell of such movements. The history of the 
past is too eloquent and too preciSe to be disregarded. 

Needed reforms or legislation can be secured by officers and members 
in their individual voting ‘capacity. The moment that any man or set of men 
attempts to utilize the organization for his political preferment, or takes a 
step inevitably tending in that direction, the preeminent issues for which 
the organization was formed are put at hazard—its very existence is doomed. 

The explicit announcement of the union's attitude in this vital matter 
was wise and desirable, although by no means an innovation in its adminis- 
trative procedure. Time and again President Charles S. Barrett and other 
officers of the organization have refused to be drawn into politics, directly 
or indirectly. ’ 

The attitude of Mr. Barrett and his coworkers, often reiterated publicly 
and privately, has been a decisive factor in the upbuilding of a cooperative 
association which has already splendidly demonstrated its financial value to 
the southern states. The official promulgation of the divorce between pol- 
itics and the union is merely reaffirmation of its known policy in such man- 
ner as to absolutely guard against such evils in the future. : 

The union has also acted commendably in again expressing itself as 
aggressively opposed to gambling in cotton futures.

CHANCELLOR DAY’S BRIEF. 


THE RAID ON PROSPERITY. By 
James Roscee Day. Ll. D., D. CG Ll, 
chancellor Syracuse university. The 
exaltation of Rockefeller, the canon- 
izing of the trusts and the denuncia- 
tion of Roosevelt by Chancellor Day, 
of Syracuse university, have sounded 
in singular dissonance with the mili- 
tant spirit of the day. 

The gentleman who presides over 
the destinies of Syracuse has had to 
stand the brunt of much ridicule and 
of a raking fire of light and heavy 
artillery of harsh sriticism because of 
his peculiar views. There have been 
any number of writers convinced that 
his motives were not disinterested, and 
‘that out of the fullness of financial ex- 
pectations he spoke with loudness and 
perseverance. 

This attitude may or may not be due 
to misinterpretation of the motives of 
Chancellor Day, and it may or may not 
be due to the failure of the average 
man to comprehend or sympathize 
with a moral courage that can so un- 
compromisingly oppose itself to the 
dominant trend of the times. | 

One viewpoint accepts Day as a sort 
of buffoon, half crazily ranting against 
an inevitable revolution and trying to 
hold the oncoming tide in leash with 
the feeble wisp of his one opinion. 
| Another portrays him as a man of 
sublime moral courage, with the per- 
ception to see that we are going too 
fast and too far in the following after 
strange gods, - 

Who can tell with finality? 

There is no monopoly of prescience 
or wisdom. The enthusiasms of today 
sometimes develop palpable errors to- 
morrow. Only the inscrutable unroll- 
ing of history may finally umpire the 
dispute. . 

At any rate, the chancellor has seen 
fit to issue a brief in his own defense. 
There is a certain forthwith manliness 
about his language that compels our 
admiration, though we may dissent 
from his logic. “I speak by no man’s 
favor,” he says, “nor am I constrained 
by a@hy man’s frown. My credentials 
are sufficient. I am an American citi- 
zen.” 

And then—he proceeds to talk out in 
meeting. In the main, it is a resume, 
with the dash and the fire intensified, 
of all that the chancellor has had to 
sav in the last few months. 

In a few words—it attraeks merci- 
lessly the present era of regulation, 
investigation, and reform in business 
and politics. The chancellor resents 
vigorously the classification of “re- 
actionary.” President Roosevelt and 
his supporters are the real reaction- 
aries, he says. He accuses the -presi- 
dent, In his investigations of the rail- 
ways and the corporations, Standard 
Oil and others, of responsibility for 
the present stringency. He believes 
that agitation and uneasiness, con- 
tinued, will bring things about us in 
a grand smash. 

Chancellor Day does not, Mke the 
overwhelming majority of the admin- 
istration critics, find partial good in 
Mr. Roosevelt’s policies. According to 
his reasoning, all of them are unqual- 
ifiedly vicious and destructive. He 
shows us, step by step, the blessings 
of the trust, indicating what would 
have happened had not combination 
stepped in to take the place of the ef- 
forts of the individual. He riddles the 
phrase “restraint of trade.” He takes 
up the working man, and demonstrates 
how his cause is benefited by monop- 
Oly. He defends swollen fortunes, and 
declares that what we accept as a 
moderate fortune today would have 
been denounced as a swollen fortune 
fifty years ago. 

His remedy is a harking back to the 
constitution, a listening to the courts 
unobstructed by executive influence, a 
rigid preservation. of states’ rights, 
and a “year of forgetting” wholesale 
denunciation and of recounting only 
of the onward sweep of our pros- 
perity. 

The logic of the chancellor {s some- 
times impressive and irrefutable: just 
as often it is weak and vulnerable. His 
style is vivid and striking, his compar.- 
isons and figures and authorities com- 
manding of respect. 

This is sald in deference to the man’s 
earnestness and his unquestionable 
mental power. At the final analysis, 
the reader who has kept abreast of eco. 
nomic and political evolution is com- 


their translation to type. Mr. Wendling 
has edited his work mith a careful and 
discriminating hana He is a master of 
style—simple, tucid, dramatic, compell- 
ing. Under his skiliful treatment, the 
character of the Nazarene stands out be- 
fore us rwith a vividness that is star- 
tiling. His arguments are sent straight 
at the target of agnosticism and skep- 
ticiam. The most confirmed doubter can- 
not but’ feel the force of his logic, al- 
though there may a few who will differ 
with the lecturer in his conclusions. 

The analysis that Mr. Wendling ap 
plies to the character, the antecedents 
and the history of, the Galilean is 
unique, reverential and comprehensive. 
Step by step he considers the evidence 
of the man’s life as portrayed in the 
four gospeds, piece by piece he weighs 
the testimony which the critical stu- 
dent brings to bear on this supreme 
topic, until he arrives at the peak of 
his reasoning—that Christ cannot be 
otherwise than divine, cannot be oth- 
erwise than the Son of God. Mr. Wend- 
ling demonstrates himself to be thor- 
oughly familiar with the modern skep- 
tics, large and small, and the logic 
wherewith they sustain their conten- 
tions. He even uses their own argu- 
ments at times to sustain his own 
points. 

The book is one that should be read 
by every Christian as an_ infinite 
strengthener to his faith, and by every 
skeptic as comprising clear-cut logic, 
many deductions of which are absolute- 
ly irrefutable. It deserves a hearing, 
too, solely on its literary merits. (Pub- 
lication by Olcott Publishing Company, 
Washington.) 


_ Negro of the Old School. 


NED: NIGGER AN’ GENT’MAN. By 
Norman G. Kittrell. Stories of the era 
just after the war have multiplied ex- 
ceedingly and some of them unconvinc- 
ingly. An exception, on the latter ac- 
count, must be made of Judge Kittrell’s 
production. It uses the inimitable and 
lovable personality of the negro of the 
old school to describe to north and 
south the conditions that prevailed in 
this section immediately following the 
cessation of hostilities, and of the ter- 
rific struggle through which the south 
passed in those nightmare days. Not- 
withstanding the apparent gloom of the 
theme, the’ novel is shot through with 
plenty of humor and humorous situa- 
tions, and it is, in the main, an accu- 
rate delineation of the traits of south- 
ern manhood which makes that epocn 
one of the most glorious in the south’s 
history. Books of this nature cannot 
but produce a broader sympathy be- 
tween the sections, although they make 
us sigh for the vanishing negro type, 
the fidelity and excellence of which 
they celebrate. (Publication by The 
Neale Publishing Company, New York.) 


A Revolutionary Romance. 


A PRINCESS AND ANOTHER. By 
Stephen Jenkins. Battle, murder and 
sudden death, done with a fairly tem- 
perate hand and an undeniable interest, 
alternate in this tale of the days of 
Nathan Hale. It contains also a study 
of the colonial life of New York and 
Westchester counties, reconstructing 
the quaint figures and spirit of those 
days with a pleasing verisimilitude. 
The author has investigated tne con- 
duct of the New England militia during 
the revolution,' and while his findings 
may not coincide with the accepted 
beliefs of the average reader, they will 
not fail to stimulate discussion and in- 
terest. 

The author pictures many of these 
gentry as forerunners of the “grafting 
spirit of today—an incident not calcu- 
lated to particularly please many of 
their descendants who base their mem- 
bership to revolutionary societies on the 
deeds of ‘derring-do’ performed by 
their forbears. (Publication by B. Ww.

“The Colorado Conspiracy.” 


THD SCARLET SHADOW. By Wal- 
ter Hurt. The so-called Colorado-.dahno 
conspiracy, growing out of the alleged 
class war or clash between capital and 
labor in those states, has been promi- 
nently in the public eye during recent 
months. Mr. Hurt’s effort, according 
to his own statement, is to present only 
the “facts” as to this big affair, with- 
out embellishment. Concerning his ac- 
curacy in this direction, the country 
must suspend judgment. We have heard 
both sides of the controversy, and many 


pelled to admit that while he finds 
much to commend and admire in the} 
work, he comes at last to the conclu- 
s.0on that the statement ts an ex parte 
one—the product of an _ obsession, 
whether mercenary or otherwise. No 
good tan come out of the Nazareth of 
the r.esent day leaven of readjustment; 
that is Day's doctrine, in tabloid 
form. 

He concedes only trivial errors in 
our contemporaneous political and eeo- 
nomie fashions. We are moving back- 
ward, he says, as long as we attempt 
to regulate the tremendous business 
of the most in»rvelous nation in his- 
tory by politics, or to cure its ills by 
political ‘“‘nostrums.” He relies upon 
automatic laws of cause\and effect, 
upon the domina:it comno1 s*)8e of 
the American people to solve problems 
that are unique in civilization. 

A curious compound of vitriol, logic, 
viciousness and sophistry—that is the 
nearest definition of the book. It is 
readable aud worth while because, de- 
spite its mental astigmatism, it ts cal- 
culated to lead each man to make his 
own analysis of current events, un- 
biased by clamor. It is chiefly danger- 
ous in that its doctrines, followed con. 
sistently, would disregard grave weak- 
nesses ir. our economic and social] fa- 
bric today, and as far as the consen- 
sus of nonpartisan opinion goes, induce 
chaos worse than that if so vehemently 
deplores. (Publication by D,’ Appleton 
& Ca, New York.)

MANIFESTO OF THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY. By Karl Marx and Frederick 
IEnseis. The doctrine of communism, 
accord.ng to the teachings of Karl 
Marx is familiar reading to the stu- 
dent of }-olitical vagaries.

The last of the famous Eastman riot- 
ers is to leave the penitentiary, under 
commutation to present service, if Gove 
ernor Smith approves the recommenda- 
tion of the prison commission submit- 
ted to him yesterday. 

Of the Eastman rioters, five were 
hanged and twenty given life imprison- 
ment for murder. With the single ex- 
ception of Gus Gibbs, those sent to 
the penitentiary have either died or. 
been pardoned. Gibbs, who has been 
in the penitentiary since 1882, about a 
quarter of a century, is now to secure 
his freedom. 

Among other cases acted on yester- 
day by the prison commission, upon 
whose reports the governor will prob- 
ably pass today, were the following: 

W. C. Goodman, of Chatham, who was 
convicted of manslaughter in October, 
1904, and given a sentence of eight 
years, as the result of the homicide of 
Special Policeman Zipperer, was recom- 
mended for full pardon, on the ground 
that recently deVeloped evidence shows 
the case to have been one of justifiable 
homicide.

CONFERENCE ON 
RECENT WRECK 


Commission Asks Southern 
Officials to Furnish De- 
tailed Report.— 


A conference relating to the recent 
wreck of the Southern railway’s Florida 
special near Dallis was held in the 
office of the railroad commission yes- 
terday, at which were present Chair- 
man 8s. G. MdLendon, Commissioners 
Hillyer and Stevens and for the South- 
ern Assistant to the President J. 8. B. 
Thompson, M. M. Richey, superintend- 
ent of the western division; H. E. 
Hutchens, general superintendent, with 
headquarters at Birmingham, and D. W. 
Lum, of Washington, D. C., chief en- 
gineer of maintenance of way. 

The object of the conference was, on 
the part of the railroad officials, to 
ascertain what sort of report on the 
accident is desired by the commission. 
The railroad officials are now engaged 
in making a full investigation of the 
accident, but have not as yet arrived at 
any solution as to the real cause of the 
wreck. 

The railroad officials were informed 
that the commission desired a full and 
detailed report as to the condition of 
the track, the equipment of the train, 
a statement of its exact speed as near- 
ly as is possible at the time of the 
accident and other incidental facts. ‘The 
commission's track expert is now pre- 
paring his report, and will have it 
ready in a day or two. 

The railroad officials contend that 
there was no fault in Coppermine tres- 
tle, holding that its timbers were good 
and sound. They also scout the theory 
that it was caused by the inability of 
the heavy engine to take the reverse 
curve. They will be’ ready ‘to submit 
their report to the commission within 
the next few days.
